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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: even if amendment were entered, the Furuta, 
Saito and Hwang references all disclose alloy compositions which either overlap (Furuta) or closely approximate (Saito, Hwang) the 
composiitons as claimed. In either instance, the Courts have held a prima facie case of obviousness exists between prior art and claims; 
see In re Malagari (1 82 USPQ 549) or Titanium Metals v. Banner (227 USPQ 773). Applicant has not overcome this prima facie case, i.e. 
has presented no evidence demonstrating criticality or any unexpected or unobvious distinction resulting from a particular range of alloying 
elements as claimed versus the compositions of the prior art. 
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
